Amidships there is a great 
complicated mass of wheels, rods, 
boilers, pistons and various other me- 
chanical devices*1 The body consists 
if several long steel bars, centrally 
situated. With bowsprit and rudder 
it will measure 60 feet.

This is 
built for a weight of 150 pounds. It 
probably will carry Professor Manley. 
The gasoline motor, which weighs 200 
pounds, generating something in ex- 
cess of 27 horsepower, is connected by 
bars to the "propellers, which arc 
about six feet in diameter and capable 
of revolving 1,200 times a minute. 
The motive power is sufficient to pro- 
duce a velocity of 40 miles an hour. 


Placed equally about the ship are 


five empty conical bodies designed as 
floats to keep the ship up when It 
strikes water. Fore and aft are two 
strong platforms on each side to sup- 
port the wings. These are of delicate 
but rigid construction, 20 by 10 feet, 
allowing a sustaining capacity of 800 
square feet. During the work repeat- 
ed photographs of the machine were 
made. The wings were placed in com- 
partments on the superstructure and 
repeatedly adjusted. Another trial of 
the airship, it is expected, will soon 
b* made.

Washington, Aug. 22.—A statement 


Just issued by U-e census bureau dis- 
cusses the increase of the population 
in the United States as, show*.by the 
census of 1940, comparing it with the 
.census of prevloui,,dacaiiea. 


Some ""infeTesting figttres «are set 
r'forth in the statement and their study 
may be briefly mentioned as follows: 


Ths increase in the population of 


continental United States, that is, the 
United States exclusive of Alaska and 
the recent Insular accessions, was 
13,046,861, or 20.7 per cent. Only one 
country, Argentina, has shown by the 
most recent figures a more rapid gait 
of growth. The present rate of growth 
in continental United States Is esti- 
mated as double the average rate of 
Europe. 
It Is nearly double that o£ 


Canada, and exceeded by one-sixth 
that of Mexico and by one-tenth that 
of Australia. 


The rates of Increase on the two 


sides of the northern Atlantic differ 
much less than they did a generation 
ago. Among the five main divisions 
of continental United States the high- 
est rate of increase Is found In the 
western division and the lowest in the 
northern central. Among the 11 minor 
divisions the highest rate of growth 
is found in the Rocky mountain group 
of states, closely followed by the west- 
ern south central; the lowest, In the 
northern South Atlantic, closely fol- 
lowed by the western north central. 


Northern States' Growth. 


In the decade 1890 to 1900, for the 


first time In our national history, the 
southern states Increased faster than 
the northern. East of the Mississippi, 
however, the northern states as a 
group h: ?e grown In the last 10 years 
somewhat more rapidly than 
the 


southern, but west of the river the 
southern states have increased almost 
two and one-half time* as rapidly as 
the northern, and It is this fact which 
makes the'growth of the south as a 
whole exceed that of the north. In 
the North Atlantic division the rate 
of Increase has risen steadily since 
the civil war, a notablfe contrast to 
the trend in the country as a whole. 
The region west of the Mississippi 
river is still increasing faster than 
east of, but the difference In the rates 
of growth in the two regions 1890 to 
1900 
was little more than one-fifth of 


what it was 1880 to 1890. The region 
east of the Mississippi Increased more 
rapidly from 1890 to 1900 than from 
1880 
to 1890, while that west of the 


Mississippi Increased In the 
later 


decade not much mor than half as fast 


' as in the earlier. The conclusion is

Sofia, Bulgaria, Aug. 21.—That the 


revolution in Macedonia Is spreading 
is confirmed by all dispatches that 
have* been received here, which have 
reported a number of outbreaks, tha' 
burning of villages and clashes with 
the soldiery. 


The situation is causing intense 


anxiety in official circles. The most 
alarming news relates to an outbreak 
covering a considerable area In the 
eastern part of the Adrianople vilayet* 
where the insurgents have captured 
the town of Vaslligo. They took the 
chief Turkish officials prisoners and 
brought tl»t»rn to the Bulgarian fron- 
tier, where they liberated them. The 
Turkish officials, fearing to return to 
Vaslllko, sought refuge of the Bul- 
garian authorities, who sent them to 
a hotel in Burgas, where they are at 
liberty to remain or depart. The in- 
surgpnts burned the villages behind 
Vasiliko and attacked a Turkish mili- 
tary post at the monastery of Elijah, 
south of Tlrnovo. 


The Turks are now certain to send a 


considerable force to this territory to- 
suppress the outbreak, which will ne- 
cessitate 
the 
strengthening of the- 


Bulgarian troops along the frontier. 
With the two armies close to each 
other under the present strained rela- 
tions the situation becomes extremely 
desperate. The Bulgarian government 
Is taking every possible step to pre- 
vent a calamity, but the officials ex- 
press the greatest concern. 


Severe Fighting Reported. 


The Insurgents completely burned 


Valiliko and also 12 villages In 
the 


neighborhood. The Bulgarian officials 
arrested -the Insuigents who brought 
the Turkish officials at Valiliko to the 
Bulgarian frontier. Severe fighting is 
reported to be proceeding near Geh- 
gele, with heavy losses on both sides. 
The Turkish and Christian Inhabit- 
ants at Kumanovo have agreed to mu- 
tually support each other in the event 
of an attack either by Insurgent bands 
or Turkish soldiers. At Kratoro half 
of the Turkish garrison has deserted, 
the men saying that they had enonglt 
to do at home. The Turkish authori- 
ties have mobilized their whole force* 
In Macedonia, numbering 18,000 men. 
A large body of Asiatic troops h* 
ready to move. Twenty-four regi- 
ments are only awaiting their Karon- 
Ing orders. 


Russia's move In sending warship*

On the wall of the writer's library, 


In company with a number of other 
valuable relics, hangs an old rusty 
bayonet which lay for many years em- 
bedded In the soil at the site of St. 
Clair's ever memorable defeat at what 
Is now known at Fort Recovery, In 
Darke county, 0. Its browned blade 
Is never looked upon without a thought 
of that terrible battle coming vividly 
to mind. 


In 1790 General Harmar had gone 


out against the western Indians, but 
had met wth a sad repulse. 
Then 


President Washington determined to 
send against them such an army and 
such a man as should Insure victory, 
for the Ohio frontier was crowding up 
with settlers and they must be freed 
from the terror of the scalping knife. 
He selected his intimate friend, Ma- 
jor General Arthur St. Clair, a com- 
mander whose bravery and skiH none 
could gainsay. To him the president 
committed this important command, 
taking extra pains to point out to him 
Harmar's mistakes arid repeatedly cau* 
tloning him against their repetition. 


Under these instructions St. Clair set 


to work on his first task, that of or- 
ganizing his army, always the most 
difficult and disheartening of a com- 
mander's duties. In April, 1791, the 
general had begun this work, his head- 
quarters being at Pittsburg. 
Levies 


of men, regular troops and militia 
were being forwarded to that place 
from several quarters, and arms and 
supplies were being gathered as rap- 
Idly as the slow-going officers charge J 
with that duty could effect it 
But 


this was far too slow to allow of the 
pTans for the campaign being promptly 
carried out. The 
quartermaster's 


work was so poorly done that tho 
army, which should have moved west- 
ward from Fort Washington, on the 
site of Cincinnati, whither it had 
moved In May, by the beginning of Au- 
gust, was kept waiting for several 
weeks.
